REWRITING THE ACTS. 

I have one more step in simplification to 
propose, and it is one of which we shall not 
see the fruition for several years. It is lon 
overdue. The Income Tax Acts contain muc 
of the old language still, and invest the whole 
of the system in obscurity and baffle the 
layman.

SUPER-TAX AND 
DEATH DUTIES. 


ACTS TO PREVENT 
EVASIONS. 


Reference was made last year to the loss 
of super-tax through various loop holes in the 
law. I have investigated the subject. It ‘s 
clear that means exist by which, especially 
super-tax and death duties can be legally 
avoided, in whole or in part. The Govern- 
ment thinks the time has come to deal with 
the subject. 

The los} is not yet great, but it is our iuty 
to élose them as far as possible beiore tl ey 
are so widely resorted to as to injure the 
revenue. 

Sir F. Wise—Will that include the Channel 
Islands? 

Mr. Churchill—The Government. have in- 
vited the Governments of the Channel Islands 
to co-operate with them in preventing the 
loss of duty in the case of residents in this 
country who emigrate to Jersey or Guernsey. 
I shall propose to strengthen Section 21 of 
the Finance Act of 1922, which deals with the 
avoidance of super-tax through the medium 
of the one-ma‘'. SHE: 

I shall also suggest legislation to prevent 
the avoidance of the super-tax by the sale of 
securities cum dividends, and their immedi- 
ate re-purchase, and I shall take, at the same 
time, the opportunity to remove a long stand- 
ing grievance of the super-tax payer—namely, 
the excessive charge which arises when two 
years’ dividends happen to be declared in 
one single income tax year. 

I shall propose a small amendment with- 
out retrospective consequences in this case. 
To prevent avoidance of tax in connection 
with subscriptions to charity is also proposed. 

I shall, at the same time, propose a relief 
to the charities which was strongly pressed 
upon me last year—namely, exemption from 
income tax on the profits of public schools, 
and other similar trading profits of charities. 

ESTATE DUTIES. 

I am also giving attention to the legal 
avoidance of estate duty. It might be that 
proposals on this subject will be introduced 
next year. ' 

I also propose to examine the basis oí the 
liability of agricultural lands under estate 
duty, with a view to rectifying any injustice 
or anomaly in its charge. No time would be 
lost through the postponement of this aspect 
of the subject until next year. The pro- 
vision relating to super-tax avoidance cannot 
in any case come into operation until 1928, 
and any estate duty provisions on which we 
may decide will be made operative at the 
same time; so that the whole process of 
dealing with tax evasion will come into 
operation simultaneously. 

There may be a benefit of five hundred 
thousand to the revenue in the current year, 
but the point is not so mach positive gain 
as the prevention of a loss which, over a long 
period of years, might eg well affect. very 
seriously the whole basis of our taxation. 

WHAT MR. LLOYD GEORGE MISSED. 

When Mr. Lloyd George altered the basis 
of the charges on settled property, his eagle 
eye overlooked a detail whic was now dis- 
covered, to be costing the Exchequer about 
one million a year. The general rule at present 
is that to determine the rate of duty on an 
estate the property passing at death, whether 
free or settled, is added together. 

On the other hand, property which was 
settled by a person who died before the in- 
troduction of the estate duty in 1894, and 
which was settled in such circumstances that 
it would have been subject to estate duty if 
the settler had died after the introduction of 
the duty—the property in such circumstances 
is not assessable when passing, on the death

FOREIGN PLAYWRIGHTS TO PAY. 

I shall propose to a the machinery 
of the law to enable the income tax to be 
effectively recovered in respect of the copy- 
right payments made to non-resident play- 
wrights, authors, and the like. 

I shall also put forward proposals to amend 
last year’s legislation concerning the pre- 
seding year basis for income tax, hedule D.

AGRICULTURAL MOTORS. 

There will be a change in regard to the 
taxation. of motor vehicles used solely for 
agricultural purposes. Owing to a difference 
of interpretation by the Courts in Ea land 
and Scotland, motor lorries used solely in 
agriculture are taxed in Scotland. as com- 
mercial vehicles and in England as loco- 
motives. i : 

It, ia proposed to assimilate the practice of 
the two countries, making the reduced rate 
apply to both in the case of vehicles owned 
by farmers and used by them solely in con- 
nection with the cultivation of the land. 
(Cheers.) 


NEW TAXES. 
POTTERY, TYRES, MATCHES,

TAX ON POTTERY. 

The safeguarding of industry procedure in the

vitrified pottery. I make this proposal in 
accordance with the recommendation of the 
majority report of the Committee duly ap: 
pointed. The duty will become chargeab! 
on April 19, and it is estimated to bring in 
revenue to the extent of £150,000 this year, 
rising to £200,000 in a full year. 

This yield, though modest, ought not to 
be disdained, having regard to the financial 
situation; and incidentally the tax may win 
the gratitude of hon. and right hon. gentle- 
men in the Liberal Party, by supplying them 
not only with a ground for moral indignation, 
but with an additional reason, if such were 
neded, for their continued political existence. 
(Loud laughter.) 


MOTOR TYRES. 

I now pass to what is known to history, 
despite the wishes of its parents, as the 
McKenna duties. Under them all parts and 
accessories of a motor car were, upon the 
authority of Mr. McKenna and the other 
leaders of the Liberal Party, past and present 
—(laughter)— protected for revenue and other 
purposes by a 534 per cent. ad valorem duty, 
except one. Tyres alone were left outside. 

Originally these duties were conceived by 
Mr. McKenna, Lord Oxferd, Mr. Lioyd George 
and Mr. Runciman, They included a tax 
upon foreign imported tyres, which was an 
integral part of the orginal McKenna duties. 

At the last moment they were excluded for 
the sake of a friendly arrangement with the 
tyre producers in the United States, to facili- 
tate our blockade arrangements of Germany 
by passing all American tyres through our 
hands before they reached Europe. 

I propose, alike in the interests of symmetry 
and revenue; to rectify this anomaly and 
erfect the work of Mr. McKenna and his col- 
eagues by Ag imported motor tyres of 
all kinds within the ambit of the McKenna 
duties as from to-morrow. Empire tyres will 
receive a. rebate of one-third. 


FOREIGN FACTORIES. 

I have made some inquiries of a number of 
principal authorities in the trade to the effect 
such a duty is likely to have upon prices. The 
reports are encouraging, but I will not 6° 
further than to say at present that it will be 
very interesting to see to what extent this 
duty will subsequently reflect upon prices. 

An important foreign firm, Messrs, Michelin, 
has already, in intelligent anticipation of 
such development as has now taken place, 
begun to build a considerable factory in this 
country, and an American firm, as I am told, 
is likely to do the same. 

Therefore there seems to be no danger of 
any lack of healthy competition between the 
producers, 

The extension of the McKenna duties to 
cover those tyres is estimated to yield 
£700,000 this year and £750,000 in a full 
year. 

FILMS. 

Before proceeding to the next new taxes Í 
ought to refer to a minor matter relating to 
the McKenna duties with which 1 am forced 
to deal. The Court of Ap have decided 
that sensitised celluloid films for cinemato- 
graph purposes when imported in widths of 
more than standard size are not liable, as had 
been assumed, to Customs duty on imported 
film. Such a decision, if it were to stand, 
would ruin the revenue from this source. 
Under these circumstances I am making pro- 

osals to include from to-morrow this kind of 

Im within the operation of the duties on 
imported films. This creates no additional 
revenue, but merely preserves the existing 


duties. 
MATCHES, 

Whilst proceeding upon our ascent step by 
step and crag by crag, I now come to matches. 
Probably, it will be a surprise to many well- 
informed members that we have been for 
many years raising by the strictly orthodox 
Customs and Excise duty a tax upon matches, 
the revenue of which last year amounted to 
three-and-a-half millions. The British match 
industry has submitted to me a plan which 
combines an increase in the match duty, with 
an alteration of its basis, which, they assure 
me, will be more satisfactory to them as com- 
pared with the foreign competition than is the 
existing scheme, 

I propose accordingly to raise the Custom 
and Excise duties upon matches by approxi- - 
mately 20 per cent. At the same time the 
existing scale of rates per standard gross of 
ten thousand matches will be replaced by a 
scale graduated according to the contents of 
the box. 

Thus the Custom duty upon matches in 
boxes containing twenty, but not ‘nore than 
fifty matches, will be four shillings and four- 
pence per gross, and the countervailing Excise 
duty will be four shillings and twopence. 
The proposal will come into force to-morrow, 
and it is estimated that it will yield £600,000 
this year, and £700,000 for a full year 


WINES. 

Now I come to the interesting subject of 
the wine duties. These were doubled in 1920, 
and, despite these increases, the consumption 
of wine to-day is about fifty per cent. above 
the consumption before the war. or in 1921. 
But all classes of wine had not shared equally 
in bearing the load, 

Port has gained the most, perhaps, at the 
taos of whiskey. Moreover, under the 
substantial preference which we accorded in 
1925 to Empire. sweet wines, they found a 
market in this country for the first time, and 
have achieved very kable success. 
Light beverage wines, on the other hand,

Under 
these circumstances, I have come to the con- 
clusion that it would be right to take advan- 
tage of the present need for revenue to lower 
the dividing line for foreign wines to twenty- 
five degrees. i ee 

These figures, after exhaustive inquiries, in 
which we have been greatly assisted by the 
trade, appear to be in every way the most

We arranged some time ago to termináte 
on April 23 the Anglo-Spanish Commercial 
Treaty of 1923, and the new rates upon im- 
rted wines will come into force on Monday, 


th April. 
RESTRICTIONS. 
I should like to express my regret that it 
has been necessary to cause inconvenience to 
the trade by imposing restrictions on clear- 
ances so far in advance of the Budget state- 
ment as the Ist February, but the rate of 
clearance at that date had become so abnor- 
mal that unless immediate steps had. been 
taken the revenue for this year would have 
suffered. 
The restrictions will cease to apply on the 


25th April. 
BRITISH WINES. 

Whilst the tax collector has hitherto levied 
his toll on imported products of the vine- 
yards, a new industry has sprung up in these 
islands, where there are no vineyards. That 
industry is called the British wine. Science 
and enterprise have been able to provide that 
the juice of the grape should be imported in 
an unfermented condition, and thus avoid 
Customs duty. The consumption of British 
wine has shown a striking increase in the last 
few years, and in 1926 their products for 
retail sale amounted to very nearly 1,800,000 
gallons. It is not fair that this product 
should continue to be immune from the taxes 
placed upon all other intoxicants. 

These wines achieve a strength of over 27 
degrees in many cases, and they are, I am 
assured, able to bear a moderate charge. I 
think from some points of view it is a recog- 
nition of their quality. I propose, therefore, 
that an Excise is of one shilling per gallon 
shall be placed on British wines, to take effect 
on the 25th April. This proposal should yield 
a small revenue of £90,000 in a full year and 
£80,000 in the present year, 

TOBACCO, 
I come now to an even more serious subject 
than wine. Notwithstanding the heavy in- 
créases in duty which took place during the 
war, the consumption of tobacco has approxi- 
mately grown a third larger than in 1913, It 
is a remarkable. fact that the consumption in 
the last financial year was about the same 
as the year before. The great décéssion 
to the ranks of the users of tobacco from 
the other sex has supplied a continual 
reinforcement of tobacco revenue. In the 
“eigen unhappy circumstances tobacco must 

' called upon to bear an inreased duty. 

Í propose, therefore, as from to-morrow, 
that the duty on imported unmanufactured 
tobacco shall be raised from 8s. 2d. to 8s, 10d. 
per pound, an increase of eightpence. The 
rates on the other kinds of tobacco will move 
proportionately. 

This increased tax, I estimate, will produce 
£3,400,000 in a full year, and £3,100,000 in 
the- present year. 

I may add that I have no reason to believe 
that the whole increase in this tax will be 
passed on to the consumer. (Several hon. 
members—‘‘ Rubbish,’’ and ‘‘ We shall see.’’) 
The restrictions on the clearances of tobacco 
which have been enforced during the past 
month will be removed as from to-morrow. 

SUGAR AND TEA UNTOUCHED. 

Such are my proposals in respect of ordi- 
nary indirect taxation. Nothing but a 
national emergency of the gravest character 
would induce me to augment the duties on 
me and tea, 

suxuries, indulgencies, conveniences of all 
kinds, especially when imported from abroad, 
may wall be called upon to bear a heavier 
loan in these difficult times, but the basic 
comforts of the mass of the people, and the 
perce of the poor, should only be further 
oaded if the public safety were in danger, 
and every other resource had been excluded, 


ROAD FUND RAIDED. 
RESERVE OF £12,000,000 
TOWARDS DEBT. 


To sum up, the various increases, in the 
ordinary indirect taxation yield a total in- 
creased revenue for the present year of 
£5,880,000, and in a full year achieve a 
revenue of slightly over eight and a half 
millions, That leaves only about thirty mil- 
lions to be found. (Laughter.) 

I now quit, for the time being, the zones 
of permanent revenue, and enter the area of 
windfalls once for all. 

Receipts, which, while they afford no 
foundation for the permanent finance of the 
country, may be suitable for bridging a gap 
in our fortunes, caused by the present emcr- 
gency. Objections can be urged against each 
proposal, but 1 wish to make it perfectly 
elear that the choice lies between accepting, 
on the one hand, or on the other, either fail- 
ing to carry out our policy of maintaining. the 
sinking fund, or imposing heavy and inju- 
rious taxation. 

£12,000,000 

I come first to the reserve of the Road Fund. 
(Cries of “Oh.”) It amounts to twelve 
million pounds. The income of the Road 
Fund is increasing at more than three millions 
a year. Large as have been the liabilities 
contracted, resolute as have been efforts to 
spend the money in useful ways, the coffers 
of the Road Fund are continually overflow- 
ing. (Laughter, |) 

‘here is no doubt whatever that the an- 
nua! revenue from motor lieence duties will 
be sufficient in each of the coming years, 
not only of this Parliament but of the next, 
to carry out every great undertaking en- 
tered into, including the London bridges, the 
programme of main roads, and the increaso 
of grants to the rural authorities, made in 
two successive years, and yet provide a 
further expanding total for general purposes, 

The twelve millions reserve has been out- 
side all of this, and is not required for any 
of these purposes. For what, then, is it 
required? (Laughter) It is the working. 
balance of the Road Fund. 

By every rule of sound finance, national 
balances as far as possible are pooled, and 
the Exchequer, with its immense resources, 
should act for this, as for every other Depart- 
ment of the State, as the universal banker. 
(Laughter. ) 

This twelve million pounds will play a 
far more useful part in the national economy 
if they are handed over to the Commissioner 
of the National Debt, than if they are main- 
tained as a self-supporting reserve behind one 
particular Department, whose revenues are 
quite sufficient to finance all proximate obli- 
gations. i : 

The twelve millions is, therefore, trans- 
ferred to the general funds of State, and the 
Exchequer will in turn assume the responsi- 
bility for financing the expenditure of the 
Road Fund in a regular manner throughout 
the year. (Laughter and a voice, “ High- 
way robbery,”’) 

BREWERS’ CREDITS.

SCHEDULE A.

trade. I have come to Schedule A of the 
income tax—the landlords’ property tax, as 
it is called. Five-sixths of hedule A deals 
with urban property and one-sixth with agri- 
cultural perty. ..The income tax on 
Schedule a ordinarily paid by the tenant 
into the Exchequer and deducted from the 
payments to the landlord. — 
efore the war, when the income tax stood 
at a little more than a shilling in the pound, 
the tax for the whole year was paid in a 
single instalment about January Ist; but 
when the income tax, under pressure of the 
war, was raised to about 5s, in the pound, a 
uarter’s rent was no longer sufficient to 
ives it, and that would require a further 
sum to be recouped to the 
the next quarter’s rent fell due. 
In consequence, in 1918 a concession was 
made, and the tax was allowed to be paid in 
two instalments, one on January lst and the 
other on July Ist. As soon as the income tax 
fell below 5s, the reason for the concession 
disappears, and it would in the ordinary 
course have been withdrawn. 
It has, however, up to the present escaped 
the notice of my predecessors, and in con- 
sequence it is, happily, available for our 
present needs, I propose, therefore, to revert 
to the pre-1918 practice, and collect the 
income tax on Schedule A in one instalment, 
ag, on January ist. 
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withdrawal of this concession means 
that this class of taxpayers will lose six 
months’ interest on the amount of his tax. 
In the case of a man whose income was 
£1,008 a year from rents, the tax, at 4s. in|: 
the pound, would be £200. 

Under the present system. he would pay 
£100 in January and £100 in July. I propose 
that he will pay £200 in January and nothin

Over the entire field of the tax, which 
covers forty millions, the actual additional 
burden amounts to about £500,000 a year 
and this represents a permanent financial 
burden on this class of taxpayers. 

_ I do not under-rate the inconvenience, and 
in some cases the hardship, which will be 
caused by this earlier collection, but incon- 
veniences and hardships confront me in every 
direction in which I turn. 
The financial burden to the taxpayer is 
limited to £500,000 a year, but the results 
of this change are very important to the 
revenue, 

Another instalment of Schedule A is 
brought into the finance of the present year, 
and this is done without in any way depleting 
or forestalling the revenue of future years. 
The operation, indeed, = one which in 
several respects resembles the shortening of 
the brewers’ credit. Like that, it is a war- 
time concession which is now withdrawn. All 
that will happen in the collection of this tax 
is that, at the end of the world, if that date 
should fall between December and July— 
(laughter)—the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
whoever he may be, will be found with one 
additional instalment of Schedule A in his 
possession. 

As to the taxpayer, if the end of the world } 
comes between December and July, he dies 
having already paid one instalment, which, 
under the existing system, would remain to 
be paid by his executors. (Laughter.) This 
personal position is not, therefore, from the 
change I am making further damnified, either 
in this world or the next. (Laughter,)

This enables me to raise the new sinking 
fund to the unprecedented level oí

£65,000,000 to the sinking fund, of 
£855,400,000, and my final prospective surplus 
becomes £1,400,000, which is certainly none | 
too large, and requires to be fortified by 
current savings from the estimates of the 
present year. . 

I shall permit myself very few concluding 
comments. The indirect taxes which have 
been chosen, even on the assumption that the 
whole burden is passed on to the consumer, 
and not to some extent paid out of profits, 
spread their weight over all classes. 


WINDFALL REVENUE. 

I have proposed no permanent taxes for 
the sake of a sinking fund higher than 
£50,000,000. If I am using nearly £17,000,000 
of once-for-all or windfall] revenue to meet 
current needs, that is because the rest of 
our difficulty is temporary. 
he revenue next year will recover at least 

that extent. The remainder of 

windfall money goes, as it 
should go,. towards wiping ont the 
arrears into which the sinking fund had 
fallen, and is correctly devoted to the amorti- 
gation of debt. I must, however, warn the 
Committee, and those in the House who de- 
mand expenditure—and they sit in every 
part of it—that it will be quite impossible to 
repeat in another year, or in other directions, 
the processes which have. been adopted this 
ear. 
: Every conceivable expedient has been con- 
sidered, and I am at the end oí my adventi- 
tious resources. 

Unless expenditure can be reduced as 
revenue grows, there is no chance oí any re- 
duction of taxation. If expenditure, mm

‘Unless the: Nationalist authorities de- 
motstrate to the satisfaction of the interested 
Governments their intention to comply 
promptly with these terms the said Govern.

“In view of these manifestly premeditated 
assaults upon their official representatives and 
upon -their nationals, peacefully engaged in 
their. lawful occupations, the Governments of 
the United States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy, and Japan have found it necessary v2 
formulate demands for satisfactory amends 
by the responsible Nationalist authorities. 

e terms thus agreed upon are studiously 
moderate, covering only a minimum of what 
would, in the circumstances, be done by way 
of honourable amends by any Government 
conscious of its own dignity and of its duty 
towards other friendly peoples in the family 
of nations.
